Local anesthetics such as pro- 
caine are injected into one part of 
the body, and although the patient 
remains conscious, that area be- 
comes so numb that the doctor or

jing pain. There are also substances

|spine or into other nerve roots that 


cause lack of sensation in certain 


irelated regions of the body. 


Selection of the anesthetic de- 
pends upon the type of surgery to 
e performed and the condition of 
the patient. All anesthetics, how- 
ever, have three main objectives:
